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‘Two miles and a quarter from Stixwold the train reaches 

Sovruney Srarrox. This ancient village forma part of tho parish 
of Bardney, from which it is distant about two miles south, ‘The latter 
being also « Sratro, and a place of some historical importance, merits 
8 few remar! 

‘Though formerly surrounded by woods and swamps, but now by welle 
drained and fertile marshes, Bardney i posed to have been occupied: 

the Romans; and is celebrated for its once extensive and richly 
endowed Abbey, founded before the year 697. Etholred, King of 
Mercia, in 705, resigned his crown to become its abbot. In an adjoin~ 
ing meadow, known as King's Hill Close, is a barrow, to mark bin 
burial-place. Avcording to Bede, Oswald, King of Northumbria, wnt 
buried in the Abboy church; but his remains were removed to Glows 
cester in 909, excepting his right hand, which waa retained by the 
monks, who attributed to it such miraculous powers that it drew to 
their Abbey hundreds of superstitious pilgrims, to whom they pretended 
that the hand was incorruptible. 

The Abbey ruins have all disappeared. The parish church is @ neat 
structure, consisting of a nave, with aisles, a chancel, and a well-built 
tower. In the chancel is a curiously-wrought tombstone, without any 
inscription, and a tablet in memory of a minister who died in 1778, and 
directed all his manuscript sermons (about 400) to be buried with him. 

Half'a mile from Bardney is Bardney Hall, J. Sharp, Bsq.; two miles 
Twpholne Hall, C. Robson, Esq.; three miles Stamjteld. Hall, ‘Ty 
Greetham, Esq., &c. 

About six miles from Bardney the train reaches 

Wasncxyononover Srariox, three miles east of Lincoln, 

Washingborough, a large village, is pleasantly situated upon the rising’ 
ground on the south side of tho navigable river Witham, three miles 
east of Lincoln. This is o nent and well-built village, The prineip 
landowners in Washingborough are Richard Coupland, of Skollin 
Esq., the Lord of the Manor, the Rev. Humphrey W. Sibthoep, a 
Le Fairfax, and David Thornbury, Esq. The Rectory House isn large 
commodious, stone-built mansion. Captain Bicknell, the chief cor 
of tho county, inhabits a very comfortable newly-erected house, thy 
property of — Coupland, Esq. At Heighington there are several 

good houses, Tho principal is the mansion-house of Charles Seelos, 
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the grounds, of £15,000, Behind the asylam is the Union Workhouse, 
an extensive building for the poor of a district comprising eighty-six 
parishes, The Penitent Females’ Home, situated on the brow of the 
hill immediately at the back of the Union Howse. The Oownty Hos- 
pital, on Steep-bill, a plain brick edifice. The Butter Market and City 

Rooms, Diocesan Institution, Grammar School, Bluseoat 
School, Mechanics’ Institution, Chapels, Markets, &e. 

Besides the ancient monuments we have already noticed, are many 
which the visitor will observe with pleasure. On the Wragby-toad, a 
short distance eastward, are some very ancient remains, called the rains 
of St. Giles, an hospital founded by Bishop Remigius, for decayed 
priests. There is also the Roman arch already mentioned, and repre- 
sented above, which spans the ancient Hermin-street, and the most 
perfect Roman gateway existing in England. The Roman station was 
founded at Lindum, in the reign of Claudius, about forty years after 
Christ. 

Another Roman relic of great interest is the Mint wall, opposite St 
Paul's Church, » vast angular fragment of stonework, thirty fees high 
and sorenty fect long. 

The Jew's Howac,—so called, it is said, from having been the hayita- 
tion of = Jewess hanged for coin-clipping in the reign of Edward [,— 
is a fine specimen of carly Norman domestic architecture. The Grey 
Friare, the basement of which serves for the Mechanics’ Institution, 
also deserves a visit. 

The Monks’ Abbey ruins consist of a few remains of a cell, or priry, 
which was attached to the Abbey of St. Mary at York. 

Returning from the Cathedral, the visitor, whose impatience as 
probably hurried him through the town, in order to inspect at leistre 
ita principal ornament—that wondrous relic of the skill of our fore 
fathers—will now baye time, probably, to observe the handsome shops 
which confer much respectability on the commercial aspect of the town, 
Among these, we have had occasion to notice Mr. Woodeock’s Patent 
‘Medicine Establishment in High-strect, which affords good evidence of 
@ capacity to overcome “all the ills that life is heir to,” if quality (aot 
to omit quantity) of goods is the test. The good people of Lineoln’ 
may rest in security with such resources of a Galen at hand in ease of!

It ia an ancient structure, with sylvan pleasure-grounds, but no archi« 
tectural beauties, 

About a mile cast of the church is the supposed site of Hevenynge, 
or Haynings Nunnery, which was founded before 1180, for Gilbertine 
une. 

On the site now called Hermit Dams, are the remains of fish ponds, 
and 4 small monted piece of ground, on which carved stones have been 

up. 

Tn the neighbourhood of Lea is Kuaith, where Sutton, the founder 
of the Charter House, was born; Knaith Hall,a seat of the Wynd- 
hams of Cromer, and Somerby, the residence of Sir Thomas Becket, 
Bart. 

About three miles and a half from Lea wo reach Gamsnonowait 
Sraziox, eighteen miles north-west by north from Linooln, and 148 
from London. This Station, in connexion with the Manchester, Sheffield, 
sand Lincolnshire Railway, from whence it communicates with Nottingham, 
Dorly, Leicester, Birmingham, &c., also serves the Great Grimaby and 
Sheffield line, which rans from Great Grimsby through Brigg and Kirton 
to Gainsborough, thence by Retford and Worksop to Sheffield, The 
utation is a handsome building, situated on Pingle Hill and overlooking 
the towa, Gainsborough is among those inland river ports which kaye 
been injured by the railways, ss much of the traffic which formerly 
found employment for its ships and boats now goos direct by rails, 
instead of passing down the Trent. Here is an Electric Telegraph 
Station, communicating with all parts. The town, which is situated on 
‘tho Trent, extends nearly a mile and a half along the eastern bank of 
that river. It bad so increased in importance as a river port in 1820, 
that a branch Custom House from Hull was established here, and its 
consiquence a8 a commercial station was afterwards so much enhanced, 
that it was constituted « seaport, independent of Hull, in 1941, By 
means of the Trent, which is navigable to this port for vessels drawing 
twelve feet of water, Staffordshire, Leicestershire, Nottinghamshire, 
and paris of Lincolnshire, are supplied with goods from the London 
and northern markets, through the medium of this port and the railway. 
_ The township of Gainsborough contains about 7,210 acres of land, 

ing the bamlet of Thonock, a fertile district in which is Thonoek 
: the residence of the lord of the manor. Tho streets are well 
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and in 1830 consisted of a warden, four fellowa, two chaplains, a clerk 
in orders, and a lay clerk. By the 10th and 11th of Victoria, c¢. 108, 
Manchester became the see of a bishop. 

‘The Cathedral is by far the finest and most interesting of the Mfan- 
chester ecclesiastical structures. A very considerable portion dates 
from the fifteenth century, and the interior effect is remarkably fing, 
‘The chancel is divided from the nave by a screen with iron gates. The 
stalls in the choir are of remarkable beauty, the under sides of the 
seats being ornamented by grotesque carvings. Over the altar is a fine 
piece] of needlework, representing the story of Ananias and Sapphira, 
‘Tho monuments are numerous, one of the latest being a fine memorial 
statue of Humphrey Chetham, the founder of the Hospital and 
Library bearing bis name. It has accommodation for 3,000 worshippers. 
‘The soft red stone of the exterior has long been in a decaying state, 
and has necessitated frequent repairs. 

‘The restoration of the south side of the clerestory of the Cathedral 
haa been successfully accomplished. 

‘The bishop of the diocese is the Right Rev. James Princo Lee, DD, 
1848; residence, Mauldeth Hall, near Manchester; income, £4,200. 

To enumerate the churches in Manchester and Salford would be itt 
possible in our limits. They are all more or less well adapted to the Fe- 
quirements of the increasing population amongst which they are situated. 

We may mention, for the information of the curious, that St. Johu'y 
Church, in Byrom-street, possesses a monument by Flaxman, and the 
vestry contains some good paintings. In St, Peter's Chureh, Mosley- 
street, is a picture said to be by Annibal Caracci, 

Tn several recent churches or chapels in Manchester, modifications 
of a style of architecture not Gothic are to be observed. The Churel) 
at Miles Platting, designed by the late John B. Gregan, 
round arches, an apsidal east end, 
belling to parapets, are used, Mr, Walters’ Independent Chapel, at 
Knot Mill, is nearer to the Venctian-Italian type. 

The new Church of St. Mary, Crampsall, Chetham-hill, is in the 
atyle of the geometric decorated. 

A Jews’ Synagogue bas lately been completed on the Chetham-bill 
toad. The effect of the coloured brickwork, and the variety in the

At the north-east angle of the North bridge stands the theatre; past 
the sides of which are paths, partly by fights of nine steps, down to 
the district of the Old Town in the adjoining hollow. Opening bya 
curve from the aren before the theatre is Leith-street, which goes away 
north-east, descending a slope to the hollow, where it receives a com- 
‘munication from beneath Regent bridge with Leith-wynd and north 
back of Canongate. At the foot of Catherine-street, the thoroughfare 
which it and Leith-street form from Prince’s-atreet, becomes consider- 
ably widened and spacious, shoots off in a direction a little more to 
the east, and henceforth, till it passes into Leith, at a distance of 
nearly two miles, is as straight, and in some respects even more 
pieturesque than Prince’s-street. From the foot of Catherine-street, 
as well as farther on, this thoroughfare is properly Leith-walk. 
Returning to the area, at the end of North bridge, or in front of the 
theatre, we find « magnificent continuation of Prince’s-street, far 
Surpassing it in the opulent architecture of its edifices, leading off ina 
‘Straight line with it, and along a complete though artificially formed 
level, to a point about a third or a half-way up the ascent of Calton- 
hill, This is called Waterloo-place. For about 50 feet it is lined by 
Ornamental pillars and arches of the Corinthian order, the ledges of 
Regent bridge, which carries it across the gorge at the base of Calton- 
hill, and in general it consists of superbly-finished houses of four 
Stories, which, towards Prince's-street, have a pediment and pillars 
above the lower story. On the north side of Waterloo-place is a large 
tenement, built at an expense of £30,000, and long, and still in part, 
used as an hotel; and.on its south side are the Stamp-office and the 
General Postoffice. Though these edifices are in the best style of 
Grecian architecture, they no more than symbolise with the other 
structures of the street. At nearly $00)yards distance from Prince'e~ 
Street, Waterloo-place runs against a shoulder or projection on the 
side of Calton-hill, and debouches to the south-east, At the point of 
contact with the bulky obstacle, it sends up, for its north side, a flight 
‘of steps, by which the level of the far-seoing promenades of Calton-hill, 
and the esplanade of the paths which lead up to its summit, are 
attained, While Waterloo-place, or rather the spacious roadway called: 
‘London-toad, in continuation of it, is making its progress, it is winged

During 
it period an unexampled extent of business in the intoxicating weed 
d through the Glasgow merchants’ books; and having there paid 
in the shape of profit, it was sent to all parts of the continent of 
Europe, and to not a few of the leading ports of England and Ireland. 
‘The fact is, that between the years 1760 and 1775, Glasgow became 
‘the great emporium for tobacco in the empire; for while the whole 
“import into Great Britain in 1772 was 90,000 hogsheads, Glasgow 
| alone imported 49,000! 
™ From the large extent to which this particular branch of business 
was carried on in Glasgow, it seems almost miraculous howa sufficient 
| capital could at that period be found for it, cither in the east or west of 
)Secotland. In those days, however, the Virginia merchants, in making 
| their export purchases, did not go, as foreign traders now do, with 
| cash in hand, or with an acceptance to pay for them at a certain 
Himited date; the only understanding between buyer and seller being, 
| that on the return of the vessel which carried out the goods, payment 
| would be made; and if any poor manufacturer or tradesman had the 
| Wardihood to ask for payment before the tobacco lord offered it, he 
| gould never again be expected to be favoured with the great man's 
| Custom. By adopting this very knowing plan of purchase and pay= 
Ment, it is quite plain that these tobaceo-merchants traded chiefly on 
the capital of those from whom they bought their goods; but as the 
sellers were numerous and the purchasers few, the disadvantages to 
the one class from such a system were less felt than were the advan- 
‘tages to the other.
